stant of time ? 
Who would not ask for 


demonstration, when told that a gnat's 
wing, in its ordinary flight, beats many 
hundred times in a second ? or that 
there exists animated and regularly or- 
ganized beings, many thousands of 
whose bodies laid close together would 
not extend an inch ? 
But what are 


these to the astonishing truths which 
modern optical inquiries have disclo- 
sed, which teach us that every point of 
a medium through which a ray of light 
passes, is affected with a succession of 
periodical movements, regularly recur- 
ring at equal intervals, no less than 500 
millions of millions of times in a single 
second ! that it is by such movements, 
communicated to the nerves of our 
eyes, that we see—nay more, that it is 
the difference in the frequency of their 
recurrence which affects us with the 
sense of the diversity of color, thai, for 
instance, in acquiring the sensation of 
redness, our eyes are affected 482 mil- 
lions of millions of times; of yellow- 
ness, 542 millions of millions of times ; 
and of violet, 707 millions of millions 
of times per second.

uproar of which the French Senate 
•was then the arena on this occasion.— 
Members rushing-in'crowds from their 
seats to the tribune : facing w i t h clench- 
ed fists, the Ministers of the Kinc,r: ma- 
king, in fact, all kinds of violent gesti- 
culations, and uttering the wildest ex- 
clamations.like, school-boys broke loose 
for their play-ground, and there sud- 
denly rushing into a furious combat.— 
The Republican party is at this mo- 
ment making a desperate effort to ruin 
the present Ministers, who certainly 
appear to want the decision of charac- 
ter necessary to carry the King through 
the difficult struggle in which he is en- 
gaged. 


The authorities were constantly pul- 


lingdown thecrosses from the church- 
es wherever the mob desire it, and ail 
fleurs-de-lis, in whatever situation this 
emblem of the Bourbon family is to be 
found: even in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties they have been effaced from the 
ceiling, excepting 24. 
All the sculptu- 


red ornaments of the arch of the Car- 
ousel, alluding to the victories of the 
Duke d'Angouleme in Spain, have 
been knocked off with hatchets, in the 
presence of Gen. Pajol. 


A Paris paper of the I9lh< says :—The 


image of our Saviour has been removed 
from all the apartments of the Palais 
de Justice.

Romagna, the Duchies of Lucca and 
Piombino, the Duchy of Modena. and 
almost the whole of Tuscany, were in a 
stale of insurrection, and that Italian 
tri-colurs were every where hoisted 
without opposition.

Speech in Parliament, Mr. H u n t made 
the following statements:—'It had been 
communicated to him by letter, t h a t 
taking tbe wbole of the weavers who 
bud signed the petition to the House 
which be had presented yesterday, tIn- 
average earnings were not more than 
4s. Od. or 5s. per week each. 
When at 


Preston lately, on a Sunday, instead of 
going to church (a laugh,) he had gone 
into the miserable habitations of eight 
or ten of the weavers, and not one of 
them he had found could possibly earn 
more than 6s. a week. 
Their food con- 


sisted of nothing but oatmeal broth in 
the morning, potatoes for dinner, and 
oatmeal broth again in tbe evening — 
A man, his wife, and two children, 
were to live upon 4s. Gel a week; they 
gave !?6 a year for their miserable ho 
vel and bad to pay 2s. a year taxes, 2s 
more towards the clergy and three 
halfpence for each chimney pot. It 
was five years since any one of the fa- 
mily had a new garment, and their 
clothes were so ragged and dirty that 
they were unable lo go to the parish 
church. 
Think of this, ye gentlemen 


who talk of morality and religion—the 
poor are never to receive the benefits 
of religion—so destitute are they of 
clothes, and so deficient of soap to clean 
themselves, that the family is not able 
to repair to the parish church 10 hear 
the public worship. 
The poor man 


was called upon to pay his taxes when 
he had barely bread to sustain exis- 
tence, and it was then that it would 
strike him that upon this pension list 
there were a great number of persons 
who ought not to be there. 
It would 


be a .yreat honor to that House if it 
would shew some intention to relieve 
the wants of the people.'
